Dalton’s Experiment. 
The English chem ist Dalton w as a 
schoolteacher. 
Ile worked w ithout a 
laboratory and with crude apparatus, 
mostly made by him self from simple 
materials. Here Is an example describ­ 
ed in Ills own words; 
“Took an ale glass of a conical fig­ 
ure, tw o and a half inches in diameter 
and three Inches deep; filled it w ith 
water that had been standing In the 
room aud consequently of the tempera­ 
ture of the air nearly; put the bulb of 
the thermometer to the bottom of the 
glass, the scale being out of the water. 
Theu, having marked the temiwrature, 
I put the redhot tip of the poker half 
an inch deep in tile water, holding It 
there steadily for half a minute, and 
as soon as it was withdrawn I dipped 
the bulb of a sensible thermometer i 
Into the water, when It rose In a few : 
seconds to 180 decrees.” 
Ile then determined the temperature 
of the water at the bottom a fter five I 
minutes, after tw enty m inutes and aft- I 
er an hour and found that it rose grad- J 
ually from 47 to 52 degrees. 
T his j 
simple experim ent proved that water 
bas the p ow er to conduct heat, which 
had l)«en denied by no less an author­ 
ity than R um ford.-Youth's Compan­ 
ion.
